Drive to raise funds to build a Fisher House at the VA Medical Center in Palo Alto gains momentum

Over 9,000 American ser- 
vicemen and women have 
been wounded in combat in 
conflicts in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan. 

The Veterans’ Medical 
Center in Palo Alto provides 
Many highly specialized pro- 
grams for some of these re- 
turning wounded soldiers, 
sailors, and Marines. Among 
these programs are care for 
spinal cord injuries, post trau- 
matic stress, traumatic brain 
injuries, organ transplants, and 
hospice services. 

These necessary and ex- 
pensive treatment programs 
elten require family members 
to stay and visit for long peri- 
eds of time. (Sometimes as 
tong as six months). The Palo 
Alto Medical Center receives 
Patients from the entire West 
Coast and as far away as 
Texas. Members of their fami- 
Ges have no place to stay! 
=: The Fisher House Foun- 
dation donates “comfort 
homes” built on the grounds 
of major military and VA 
Medical Centers. A “Fisher 
House” is a place where fam- 
ily members can stay for little 
or no cost while their sons or 
daughters, husbands or wives 
undergo surgery or work

through their rehabilitation 
programs. 

If a Fisher House were to 
be built at the Palo Alto VA, 


‘ 15 families would be able to 


stay onsite while their loved 
ones underwent their rehabili- 
tation. The goal is to raise one 
million dollars (which will be 
matched by the Fisher House 
Foundation) to build a Fisher 
House at the VA Hospital in 
Palo Alto. 

Concerning those injured 
in battle, Abraham Lincoln 
once made a solemn promise 
— “To care for him who shall 
have borne the battle and for 
his widow and his orphan.” 
The present generation is in- 
vited to fulfill Lincoln’s prom- 
ise.

Across California, commu- 
nity health clinics provide health 
care services to 3.12 million pa- 
tients, according to 2002 data col- 
lected by the Office of Statewide 
Health Planning & Development. 
A recent survey of the state’s com- 
munity health clinics found that 
services are being provided in 32 
different languages. Spanish is by 
far the most common language, 
representing 90% of surveyed 
clinics. Among Asian languages, 
Tagalog is spoken in 23%, Viet- 
namese in 20%, Mandarin in 13% 
and Cantonese 11% of clinics. 

Nationwide, 95% of commu- 
nity health clinic patients report 
that their doctor speaks the same 
language they do, and for those 
who do not speak the same lan- 
guage, more than half say that 
someone on staff at the health cen- 
ter interprets. Because of their 
smaller size and community- 
based care philosophy, commu- 


nity health clinics have been 
uniquely successful in adapting 
their services to the cultural and 
linguistic needs of the communi- 
ties they serve. 

Many Hospitals in California 
are aware of this gap. Many are 
exploring ways to improve lan- 
guage access for their patients, 
including increased hiring of bi- 
lingual staff and use of innovative 
technology to increase access to 
interpreter services. But when my 
patients tell me they want to 
change to my new practice, we 
discuss what it would mean for 
them to change from Asian Health 
Services to a health care system 
where language may be a barrier 
at every step. Though I wish I 
could continue seeing them, I ad- 
vise my patients to stay at the 
community health clinic, because 
clear communication is the basis 
for all good medicine.s=

A convict reacts to the 
Peterson death sentence 


Editor’s note: An inmate in a 
federal prison in Kentucky describes 
prisoners’ reactions to the Scott 
Peterson sentencing. After four 
years in the “free world,” prison 
writer Dannie M. Martin was re- 
cently returned to federal custody 
for a parole violation.

FCI Manchester, Ky — The 


- jury's recommendation of death in 
* the Scott Peterson trial probably 
” came as a bigger shock to convicts 
* then it did to people out in the street. 


Because of the total lack of foren- 
sic evidence, many of us in prison 
don't believe he got a fair trial. 

At the same time, many here 
think he could be better off being 
sentenced to death than life without 
parole. 

Because of the appeals process, 


. some death row convicts have lived 
, in excess of 20 years past their ex- 


ecution dates. Scott Peterson may 
live longer on death row than he 


. would have serving life in prison, 


because of the dangers he would 


" have faced in mainline lockups. 


If Peterson had received a life 


» sentence, he would have lived out 


his natural days with no privacy. He 
would be at the mercy of guards who 
thought he deserved the death pen- 
alty, not to mention violent sexual 


, predators and schizophrenic psy-

chopaths. 

California prisons probably em- 
ploy as many as 200 guards from 
the Modesto area, Laci Peterson’s 
hometown. If I were Scott, I'd be 
grateful for the chance to stay fur- 
ther away from Laci’s homeboys 
and what they could arrange for him. 

Prisons are loud, noisy places 
that often during the day, and even 
at night, sound like gorilla cages at 
feeding time. These are places 
where you stand in line for every- 
thing, including all your meals. By 
contrast, on death row at San 
Quentin you can often hear a pin 
drop. Men and women on death row 
all have single cells, a privilege not 
found in mainline prisons. There are 
no lines, no jostling crowds and very 
little, if any, violence. Prison offi- 
cials run a tight ship there. 

As a member of the walking 
dead, Peterson may continue to have 
access to some of the finest legal tal- 
ent in the nation. Some top lawyers 
will work pro bono in a death pen- 
alty case. 

Of course, living on death row 
is nothing to look forward to. 
Peterson will be locked in his cell 
23 hours a day, with just one hour 
for exercise. Every time he leaves 
his cell he’ll be shackled and es- 
corted. 

Strangely, among the main ob- 
stacles to Peterson’s eventual execu- 
tion are the verdicts themselves. In 
California, first degree murder can 
be punished by death, life without 
parole, or 25-years to life sentences. 


But if “special circumstances” ex- 
ist, only the first two sentences are 
options. 

Murder for hire, murder during 
a commission of a crime, murder for 
personal gain, and other types of es- 
pecially sinister killings have spe- 
cial aggravating circumstances that 
can warrant a sentence of death. 

In Peterson’s case, the jury 
found him guilty of first-degree with 
special circumstances only for the 
death of Laci Peterson. For Baby 
Conner Peterson, he was convicted 
of second-degree murder, which 
cannot be a capital offense. The 
problem legally is that if he planned 
to kill her, he would have known that 
Conner would also die. The baby’s 
death would have been planned and, 
as such, would have been first-de- 
gree murder also. 

With the second-degree verdict, 
the jury seemed to be saying that 
Peterson killed his pregnant wife, 
Laci, in a fit of anger, and Conner’s 
death was a by-product of the vio- 
lence. Yet by convicting him of first- 
degree with special circumstances, 
the jury evidently also bought the 
theory that he killed her in premedi- 
tation and/or for personal gain. 

The bifurcated verdict, plus the 
fact there was no physical or foren- 
sic evidence, makes convicts look 
with a jaded eye at Peterson’s judg- 
ment.

Another water revolt begins in Bolivia 


Editor’s note: Five years after water 
privatization raised water rates and sparked 
deadly riots in Cochabamba, Bolivia, another 
water war is brewing in a city to the north. 
Stuck between cash-strapped public water 
companies and multinationals that charge 
market prices for water, how will the poor pay 
the bills?

Cochabamba, Bolivia — Five years ago 
the issue of water privatization exploded here 
when massive public protests forced out a 
consortium of firms led by the California en- 
gineering giant, Bechtel. Within weeks of tak- 
ing over the city’s public water company, 
Bechtel hiked up rates by as much as 200 per- 
cent, far beyond what the city’s poor could 
afford to pay. 

Now, a new Bolivian water revolt is un- 
der way 200 miles north in the city of El Alto, 
a growing urban sprawl that sits 14,000 feet 
above sea level and is populated by waves of 
impoverished families arriving from the eco- 
nomically desperate countryside. 

As in Cochabamba, the public water sys- 
tem of El Alto and its neighbor La Paz, the 
nation’s capital, was privatized in 1997 when 
the World Bank made water privatization a 
condition of a loan to the Bolivian govern- 
ment. The private consortium that took con- 
trol of the water, Aguas del Illimani, is owned 
jointly by the French water giant, Suez, and a 
set of minority shareholders that includes an 
arm of the World Bank. 

Community groups in El Alto charge that 
by pegging rates to the dollar, the company 
has raised water prices by 35 percent since it 
took over. The cost for new families to hook 
up their homes to water and sewage totals 
more than $445, an amount that exceeds more 
than six months of income at the national 
minimum wage. 

More seriously, organizers say, the com- 
pany has left more than 200,000 people with 
no possibility of access to water at all, by fail- 
ing to expand water infrastructure to the 
municipality’s growing outskirts. “Without 
water there is no life, so really it is life that 
the company is depriving the people of El 
Alto,” says Julian Perez, an advisor to the 
Federation of El Alto Neighborhoods. 

Lack of access to clean water is a chief 
cause of child illness in Bolivia, where nearly 
one in 10 children dies before age 5. Families 
living in El Alto’s outskirts rely on water from 
wells that, advocates say, are contaminated 
with industrial waste. 

“Aguas de Illimani committed to cover 
all of the city of El Alto and they haven't done 
it,’ Perez says. Community groups are now 
organizing for a massive public action in Janu- 
ary to take back the water company by force, 
unless the Bolivian government initiates a pro- 
cess to cancel Suez’s contract and put the El 
Alto water company back in public hands. 

“Once the people begin to mobilize we 
will continue to the final battle,” warns Perez. 
“We will win or we will lose.” 
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Bolivian government officials agree that 
the Suez contract has failed the people of El 
Alto. “The contract is unacceptable. It leaves 
200,000 people without water,” says Jose 
Barragán, the Vice Minister of Basic Services 
who has been negotiating with the El Alto 
groups. “If the company is willing to expand 
service to 200,000 people then we can talk 
about it. If Aguas de Ilimani isn’t prepared to 
solve the problem I'll join with the people in 
El Alto and demand that the company leave.” 

Cochabamba’s experience five years ago 
casts a shadow over the new water revolt. Both 
the government and community leaders say 
they want to resolve the dispute without the 
kind of government repression and violence 
that left one 17-year-old dead and more than 
100 others wounded. Cochabamba water lead- 
ers are also in active communication with their 
counterparts in El Alto. 

The Cochabamba revolt’s aftermath also 
holds a lesson for Suez and its co-owners. 
After Bechtel was forced to leave, it and its 
fellow shareholders filed a $25-million legal 
action against Bolivia, in a secretive trade 
court operated by the World Bank. That de- 
mand — which far exceeds all reasonable 
estimates of the company’s investment — has 
drawn a firestorm of international protest. 

Last week Barragán, who is also in charge 
of the Bechtel case, revealed that the com- 
pany wants to drop its demand, in exchange 
for a token payment equal to 30 cents. Ac- 
cording to Barragán, Bechtel’s exit is being 
held up by one its partners in the Cochabamba 
water company, the Abengoa corporation of 
Spain. Abengoa now finds itself in the sights 
of social justice groups worldwide. 

Regardless of whether the people of El 
Alto succeed in forcing Suez to leave, one 
question remains, as it does in Cochabamba: 
Where will the funds come from to provide 
poor families basic access to safe water? Pro- 
viding water and sewage hookups to the 
homes that lack them in El Alto would cost at 
least $25 million, on top of the costs of ex- 
panding the basic water infrastructure to the 
city’s new neighborhoods. 

In cities like Cochabamba and El Alto it 
is Clear that poor water users cannot pay the 
full costs of water at the market prices de- 
manded by private companies. Cross-subsi- 
dies from wealthier water users to poor ones 
can help, but still don’t come close to cover- 
ing the enormous costs of constructing water 
systems. Neither can a poor nation like Bo- 
livia afford to cover water costs out of its na- 
tional treasury, which already falls shert of 
adequately funding other basics such as health 
and education. 

In 2002 the United Nations Committee 
on Economic, Social and Cultural Rights de- 
clared, “The human right to water is indis- 
pensable for leading a life in human dignity. 
Water, and water facilities and services, must 
be affordable for all.” In Bolivia and else- 
where the question remains: Who will help 
the poor pay the bill?s=
